Sir F. Burperr, on presenting some Petitions for Reform,'said, 
he should postpone lis motion on this subjcet til after Easter. 

Lord Cocmrans presented another Petition on the sare svb- 
ject, und observed, rhat it prayed for Annual Parliaments and 
Universal Suffrage, the principle of which, he coutended from 
Blackstone, was reengnized by the Constitution. The Noble 
Lord was going on to show, that Representatives of the People, 
such as those from Scotland for instance, where there were ovly 
27,000 voters ina population of two milliions,jeonld not legislate 
so as to bind the country—when he was called to order by the 
Speaker, who said the [louse could not suffer such language.— 
Lord Cocurnawe then proceeded, observing apon Mr. Brougham’s 
attack on the doctrine of Universal Suffrage, end stating, thet 
the Learned Gentleman, who how represented a rotten borough, 
had delivered a speech at a Meeting of Reformers some time back 
in whigh he expressly cave it as tris opinion, that suffrage should 
be co-extensive with toxation, and alluded with approbation (* 
the call of the people for Annual Parliaments. _Now all me* 
contributed tothe taxes: and the Learned Gentleman, he thong!:', 
should not foll foul of the Reformists as Lulding wild and absurd 
opuntions-——( déear, hear!) ~ 7 

Mr, Brovg nas replied, that it was a gross misstatement to 827 
he had abandoned his former opinions: he continued to think 
thet the elective franchise «ould be co-extensive with direct 
faxation; but no ene, he supposed, could imagine that direct 
taxation was to inelw'e every. begpar in the streets, or every me” 
who purchased the taxed necessaries of life. For his part, be

practicable, and to improve me Representation by throwing open 
various close boroughs, and by extending the suffrage, particu 
lerly in Scoland.

{lere a conversation of some length ensued.—The 
Warp beeged the House to mark, that the Reformers had now 
avowed that they wanted to obtain a moderate Relorm merely as 
a beginning. 

Sir F. Burnoett observed, that the Hon. Gentleman who had 
cust warned the House against tonovations, was sitting behind 
the very men who had made more alterations in and inroads 
oft the Constitution, than any other persons—who hadin fact 
bought up the trish Parliament—and yet he now opposed the re 
moval of the foulest of blots !—As to the right of voting, he was 
convineed, that if representation was co-extensive with direct 
taxation (as explained by Mr. Brougham) it would be quite 
su icient—( fear, hear !)—aud that then we should hear no more 
of Universal Suffrage.—He could not bot lament, when union 
was so desirable, and when the sad state of the Representation 
was so notorious, that Gentlemen should lose themselves aad 
waste their strength in bickerings and animo ities. 

Mr. Branp spoke to the same effect, and so did Lord A. 
VWamitron, who reminded Mr, Ward ef Aés former opinions, 


Mr. CANNING observed, that the poor Reformers seemed really 
about very seriously to quarrel, dle had heard about six plans 
of Reform, bot the Hon. Baronet, it appeared, did not now wish 
any further exposure of these political haberdasheries. Yet he 
advised the Noble Lord (Cochraue) to stick to bis plans for 
though it mfght be ruin, confiscation, or desolation, still it was

Lord Mintox, alter various observations on what Lord Pxe 
mouth hed denominated a war of feo days with Algiers, and on 
the Secretaries’ salaries having been incrensed on false pre-

REPORT OF TIE SECRET COMMITTECL, 

Mr. Baravrsr brought up the Report of the Secret Cem- 
mittee, whieh was read by the Clerk; it was id #ubstaner as 
follows t— . r fle T aa 

“The Committee of Secrecy which wea appoitited to take iuto 
consideration the several Papervlaid betove the Louse by order 
of his Royal Highness the Prince Regent, on the 4h Febromy, 
being eatied upon to report, are of epilation that (he ert ithechous 
conspiracy has existed against the Constitutivn of ills Couuttys 
and that the most flagrant attempts havéteen made in trict, 
parts of the hivgdom, to take advantage of vie. ipiregse fy. 
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tle people are involved, to cause them to seek relief not to Re- 
form, but in an overthrow of the Government, and in a division 
ofthe land.—This is the unanimous opinion of your Committee, 
nud they are also agreed, that these hopes aud prospects which 
have been infused into the minds of the people, have been sulp- 
ported by Societies existing in various parts of the metropolis, 
and in other places, which have been designated by the name of 
Spencean, a title which had been revived from a visionary 
writer, who had dissemivated his schemes by a book publishe | 
more than 20 years ago. Frequent meetings of these societies 
have been held, and in them long debates are sometimes con- 
ducted, in which it is often argaed,. that Parliamentary Reform 
would be only ah if measure; that nothing short of a division 
of the land would be satisfactory ; that we have no Constitution, 
there being no men whia can gay what tt is, and there being no 
book in which it is to be found. A great question ts, whether 
the establishment of the Spencean doctrine will not be beneficral 
to the human race. The landholder, it is generally suid, 45 a 
wonster which must be hunted down, and the fundholder ix a 
greater monster, This is openly done, and the debates are fre- 
queutly couctuded by songs, which are. full of exprexsious sedi- 
tious and treaxonable, and by the most prophane and irreverent 
parodies on Phe liturgy. There was a Commtitee established 
which directed the operations of the whole. These societies have 
their members principally amongst mechanics, manulacturer=, 
solliers, and sailors. Vartous modes are resorted to for tlie pro- 
pagation of their doctrines, They have been widely spread in 
cheap and sometimes gratuitous publications, Many members 
have deliberately conce ved the design of raising an insurrection 
the countrys aul by doit of physical strength of overpower- 
ing every thiug that should oppose them, Ewery epdearour has 
been made to chscover the distress of the tMegropolix and its vici- 
nity, and to get such supporters to the system {fom amoagst the 
distressed, as could be obtained. List# were made of all who 
could be relied on, An in-urrection had been agreed.upen, and 
it wat inteuded that there should be a general rising at the dead 
of night, that the soldiers gould be surprised, to set fire to a!! the 
berrecks, and 'O gall posse sioy of the artillery. 

** It is the opinion of your Committee, that a machine had been 
proposed for the purpose of clearing the streets of ‘cavalry. A 
drawing of this machine haa been laid before your Commuittee, 
bat it has been cons\«lered by those who préposed it, as Letter 
not to make use of it, fn order to put their plans into execution 
the better, it was propoged thai a meeting of the people should be 
summoned ina legal way.

Not- 
withstanding the faiture of the first attempt, tt is the opinion of 
your Committee, that the saine treasonable de-igus continue. — 

* Having thus stated the general result of their tmvestigation 
of what has been laid before you, as far as relates to the metro- 
polis, your Committee have the no less painful duty of statnz 
the consequence of their examination tuto the state of various 
parts of the country. The first th ngs which particularly strike 
their attention, is the great anxiety for meetings tn favour ot 
Parliamentary Reform, aud the great number of those meetings 
which advocate Universal Suffrage and Annual Parliaments. 
These in «eneral ca!! themselves Hamplen Clubs, confessedly 
after that of the same name in London, and following the plan of 
that society. A great part of their plan consists in an extension 
of clubs, one branchimyg from the other, so shut-a material con- 
nexion may always be preserved with each other, and with the 
head. ‘The leading men of these clubs, or in their pay, are sent 
through the country, and persons meet from various parts as 
Aelegates from those societies mm London.

* Whatever may be the situation of the country in other dis- 
tricts, your Committee are of opinion, that in those counties 
which are more particularly distressed, and the inbabitants of 
which are chiefly manufacturers, the state of things is as they 
have represented them. In Leneashire, Bedfordshire, Notting- 
hamshire; aud Derbyshire, these societies have been most fre- 
a und text namerous.—Throvghout all these counties no- 
thing short of a revolition was the object expected and avowed. 
The Spencenn plan hes been widely diffused by every possible 
method. It has been the- practice frequently to require sinall 
subscriptions trom toividuals, in order, as it was said, to defray 
Various expenses incurred in their meetings. » Many of their ex- 
penses were horne, liowever, by private tudividuals. It 1s par- 
ticularly enforced by the Spencean doctrine, that it was necessary 
to overthrow the privileged classes; and to give to thie people 
what they called.a new order. ‘They were to forswear all reli- 
gioo and the Government of the country; for, on its being-asked, 
whetherthey reverenced God and the King, the common answer 
is foundty have been, shat they aljared tyranuny of every kind.

"They have thought themselves pres 
cluded from taserting, in an Appendix, the information from 
which it is drawn, by the consideration, that, unless it were exe 
tremely partial and incomplete, they could not make it public 
without hazarding the personal safety of many respectab'e indi- 
viduals, and, in some iustances, without prejudiciag the due 
administration of justice. 

* Ona review of the whole, itis a great satisfaction to your 
Committee to observe, that, notwithstanding the alarming pro- 
gress which has been made in the system of extending disaffection 
and secret Societies, its success has been confined to the principal 
mauulactaring district«, where the distress is more prevalent, 
and nambers more easily collected; and that even in many of 
these districts, privations have been born with exemplary patience 
and resignation, aud the attempts of the di-affected have been 
disappotated ; that few, if any, of the higher orders, or even of 
the middiwelass of society, and scarcely any of the agricultural 
population, have lent themselves to the more violent of these 
projects. Great allowance must be made for those who, under 
the pressnre of urgent distress, have been led to listen to plau- 
sible and confident Demagogues, in the expectation of immediate 
relief. It is to be hoped, that many of those who have engaged, 
to a certain exteut, in the projects of the disaffected, but in whom 
the principles of moral and religious duty have not been extin- 
a or perverted by the most profane and miserahle sophis- 
try, would withdraw themselves before those projects were pushed 
to actual insurrection.
